WASHINGTON. June 
2.—Nearly 
one-half of the land area of the Unit­ 
ed States, or 822,000,000 acres, was 
originally forested, but today there 
are less than 470,000,000 
acres 
of 
timber, Including inferior culled and 
second growth and millions of acres 
of unproductive land. Of this amount 
only 138,000,000 acres are of virgin 
timberland. 
“Mining” of timber instead of cul­ 
tivation of this natural wealth as a 
crop, is held responsible for 
deple­ 
tion of the country’s timber resourc­ 
es in a review published in the year­ 
book of the Department of Agricul­ 
ture for 1922. 
The amount at pres­ 
ent being taken out of forests is es­ 
timated at four times 
the 
replace­ 
ment by growth. 
More than 8,000,- 
000 acres were destroyed in a recent 
year by 38,400 forest fires, and 75 
, percent of all lumber is still being 
cut from virgin stands. 
While clearing forested land or­ 
iginally was undertaken to aid agri­ 
culture, the demands for timber soon 
out-stripped the farm land demands, 
until now there are millions of clear­ 
ed acres idle. 
In Michigan, at the 
average rate of settlement for 
the 
1 last 20 years, it would take 380 years 
• to settle the present area of cut-over 
lands and the remaining timber land 
*iat soon will be cut. 
In the scuth- 
n part of the lower Michigan Pen- 
i!a it would take 1,700 years. 
The tradition that all cut or burn- 
l-aver forest land, 
or even 
the 
. ater part of it, is being taken by 
? iculture is not borne out by 
cts, the year-book says. 
“The to- 
t i area of forest lands already cut 
i* burned over, exclusive of farm 
rvd lots, that has not been taken 
f>r agricultural use, has 
already 
~v.*n to 181,000,000 acres. Further- 
more, our forest land is being cut 
over at the rate of about 10.000,000 
ceres yearly, and probably more 
(ban half this area is in virgin for­ 
est.” 
Idle cut-over forest lands mean a 
great expense to the community and 
to the state. Consumption of timber 
resources means 
removal 
of saw­ 
mills and wood 
working 
factories 
I with consequent loss of population, 
money and investment. Finding busi­ 
ness too light, many branch railroads 
in worked-out timber sections have 
been forced to discontinue, and the 
abandonment of adjacent farms and 
other property has followed. 
The Agriculture 
Department 
ex­ 
perts do not believe, however, that 
the age of wood has been left behind 
Chemical research is revealing uses 
for wood heretofore undreamed of, 
such as the manufacture if artificial 
silk, rope, and carpets. The next few 
years, some say, may see the use of 
wood on a large scale for the pro­ 
duction of fuel alcohol 
to 
replace 
gasoline and, in addition, it is believ­ 
ed possible that the 
abandonment 
of poor farm and the trend to per­ 
mit low-producing lands to return to 
forest may in time reverse the pres­ 
ent run away reduction of forest ac­ 
reage.

1879. After being in service 42 years 
and eight months he was 
retired 
from active service and placed on 
the Katy gratuity allowance March 
I, 1921. 
Since then Green has been 
an active retired 
employe—always 
found boosting the road which gave 
him employment for more than four 
decades. 
During his service with the Katy 
Green was in but three minor ac­ 
cidents. 
One of these was when a 
train folowing his ran into his train, 
the other two being very slight acci­ 
dents ^vithot any injuries or damage 
being accomplished. At all times he 
was thinking of the welfare of the 
passengers and ardently supporting 
safety first measures.

The last named Institution claims 
the most 
representative 
American 
body, for it harbors 
the 
hundred 
Rhodes Scholars who come from ev­ 
ery state in the union. These Amer­ 
icans are a real factor in Oxford life, 
for they are usually of exceptional 
scholastic and athletic ability. Since 
the war their greatest difficulty has 
been In wrestling with the high living 
expenses. 
The scholarships provide 
350 pounds annually for 
mainten- 
ane 
at 
Oxford 
and 
travel 
dur­ 
ing 
vacation, 
together 
with 
a 
bonus 
of 
fifty 
pounds. 
However 
further 
grants 
have 
not 
been 
allowed chiefly because of the 
ob­ 
jections raised by Rudyard 
Kip­ 
ling and 
other members of the 
Rhodes trust who believe that stu­ 
dents’ lives should consist of plain 
living and high thinking. 
Lack of funds does not bother the 
Americans to an appreciable extent. 
They usually succeed in travelling 
from one end of Europe to the other 
during the three years of their schol­ 
arship, for they can travel in state 
on what the ordinary American tour­ 
ist spends in tips.

EXPERT RIFLE SHOTS 
TO HOLD MEETING 


By th© Associated Preac 
NEW YORK, June 
2.—Major 
L. 
W. T. Waller, of the United States 
Marine Corps, who piloted the Amer­ 
ican international rifle team to its 
first world’s championship at Milan, 
Italy, last year, has been designated 
as captain of the 1923 United States 
team by the National Rifle Associa­ 
tion. 
H e will lead his marksmen in 
defense of the championship at the 
international championships to 
be 
held at Camp Perry, Ohio, in Sep­ 
tember, against a strong field of Eu­ 
ropean competitors. 
W alter Stokes, a student at George 
W ashington University, W ashington, 
D. C., who has held the world’s in­ 
dividual rifle shooting championship 
for the past two years, again will be 
a member of the American 
team. 
Stokes first captured highest honors 
in the meet at Lyons, France, in 1921 
and repeated last year at Milan. He 
is the first marksman In the history 
of the international championship to 
hold the title two years in sucession. 
All other places on 
the 
United 
States team are open for com peti­ 
tion, and tryouts will be held on gov­ 
ernment ranges in various parts of 
the country between August I and 
15. 
Tryouts will be at a distance of 
300 metres in three positions, prone, 
kneeling and standing. 
A 
five-man 
team, with several alternates, will be 
picked from the candidates, who in­ 
clude all of the members of 
last 
year’s winning squad. 
Besides the free rifle champion­ 
ships, the international small 
bore 
rifle title events and the 
Palma 
matches, for the world's long range 
championship, also will be contested 
at Camp Perry. 
The Palma trophy was first con­ 
tested for in this country In 1876, 
and was held, either through victory 
or default, by the United States until 
1902. 
It was captured by Canada in 
1902, and England in 1903, remain­ 
ing abroad until 1912, w*hen it was 
brought back to America. 
The war 
halted further compeition, and this 
year’s shoot will mark the contest’s 
revival after an 11-year interval. 
According to the National Rifle As­ 
sociation, more than 2,000 marksmen 
from all parts of the United States 
will compete at Camp Perry, in addi­ 
tion to foreign entries, 
which 
are 
expected to come from Switzerland, 
England. France, 
Italy and 
other 
countries.

He introduced into his 
romance an imaginary opal to which 
he attributed a mystic malignancy 
that worked misfortune upon all who 
wore it. 
This fiction was the only 
basis the superstition ever had. But 
the wide vogue of Sir W alter as a 
novelist sent the myth broadcast to 
the ends of the earth. For centuries 
before his time the opal had been en­ 
dowed in popular Imagination with 
the beneficent p overties of a talis­ 
man. 
“There is no authentic record in 
all history that an opal ever brought 
misfortune to any one. 
No tragedy 
was ever associated with it except 
that wrought by this fanciful idea in 
putting 
into 
eclipse 
one 
of 
the 
world's most resplendent jewels and 
preventing a popularity it otherwise 
would have enjoyed.”

Four Annual Vines 


Four of the most useful of annual 
vines may be sown now, the Japan­ 
ese morning glories, cardinal climb­ 
er, cypress vine and flowering beans. 
All of these vines need fairly warm 
weather for successful 
germination 
and nothing is gained 
by 
sowing 
them outdoors while the weather is 
still inclined to be raw and the soil 
cold. The seeds are likely to rot un­ 
der such conditions. 
The common annual morning glo­ 
ries, however, are not so delicate and 
of the four vines 
mentioned, 
the 
Japanese morning glories are 
least 
likely to be injured, but their ger­ 
mination will be delayed to warmer 
weather. 
Cardinal climber may be planted 
outside as soon as the weather is re­ 
liably warm. 
This beautiful vine, a 
hybrid between the cypress vine and 
a close relative of the morning glory 
is rafter s * * 
germinate and it is 
wTell to WAk the seed in warm water 
for 24 hours before planting or to 
file one side of the seed thin. 
Its 
handsome brilliant red flowers are a1 
ways ornamental. 
The cypress vine is the most deli­ 
cately beautiful of all these 
vines 
and will not furnish a thick screen. 
For this purpose the morning glories 
and the scarlet runner or flowering 
bean should be used. 
The 
scarlet 
runner should be planted last of all 
and with the eye down. 
The 
handsome 
purple 
hyacinth 
bean may also be planted now. 
It 
is a very beautiful climber, the seed

pods of rich purple being as orna­ 
mental as the lavender flowers. 
It 
is not as heavy foliaged as the scar­ 
let runner bean with its clusters of 
brilliant scarlet bloom, but is more 
Aeriferous and 
decorative. 
These 
vines may be planted up to the mid­ 
dle of May, the colder the season, 
the later they should be held out of 
the ground. 
As they make rapid 
growth and flourish in the warmer 
weather, they 
will 
grow 
rapidly 
enough, once started, to make 
up 
for the delay in planting if unseas­ 
onably cool.

CHICAGO, June 2.—Night flying 
by aviators has been brought square­ 
ly before the public by the great non­ 
stop flight across the continent by 
Lieutenants MacReady and 
Kelley 
and, through this demonstration of 
IU feasibility, general night flying 
and the delivery of mail during the 
night may become an accomplished 
fact before the end of the summer, 
according to I. J. O’Malley, of Chica­ 
go, in a recent address before the 
Chicago Aviation club. 
“A great part of the plans for this 
epoch-making achievement in avia­ 
tion now rests with the public utility 
lighting companies or the cities them­ 
selves," said Mr. O’Malley. 
"Guide 
or beacon lights are necessary for 
night flying particularly when stops 
are to be made for delivery of mail 
or passengers. A great start has been 
made in this respect, as well as in the 
construction of landing fields, 
and 
probably more work will be done in 
this direction during the coming sum­ 
mer. 
"The United States aerial mail has 
developed a plan for flying night 
mail which seems thoroughly practi­ 
cable, once the various cities over 
which the night mail passes agree to 
maintain the necessary lighting sys­ 
tem and emergency landing fields. 
"It is a fact that the whole future 
success of the 
aerial 
mail 
hinges 
upon the success of night flying, 
since the time that is lost by laying 
over nights would eliminate the sav­ 
ing In time obtained through day fly­ 
ing. 
"The night flyer is reduced to fly­ 
ing by compass, and no compass has 
yet been evolved that is sufficiently 
reliable to be depended upon exclu­ 
sively. 
Then the question of forced 
landings is involved. In event of mo­ 
tor failure the 
flyer is obliged to 
make a landing. 
This is sometimes 
dangerous, although not as much as 
one might think, since a plane, prop­ 
erly equipped with search lights op­ 
erated from battery, can be guided 
intelligently when near the ground, 
although being without powder it can­ 
not rise again if the ground is unsuit­ 
able for landing. 
"In general, night flying depends 
upon beacon lights at various points 
along the route by w’hlch the flyer 
may know his location; emergency 
landing fields indicated by upward 
streaming searchlights; planes equip­ 
ped with 
searchlights 
for landing 
and the cultivation of a night "flying 
sense."

Named For Rail Builder 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, June 2.—The 
town of Shelby, Montana, where the 
heavyweight championship battle be­ 
tween Jack Dempsey and Tom Gib­ 
bons lh to be staged July 4, is named 
after one of the pioneer transconti­ 
nental railroad builders of America, 
Peter Paul Shelby, father of Mrs. F. 
J. Schmoldt, Cleveland Heights. 
Mr. Shelby w*as one of those act­ 
ively engaged in the pironeer con­ 
struction of the Union Pacific rail­ 
road. 
Upon the completion of that 
road he was made 
general 
traffic 
manager 
and 
remained 
with 
the 
Union Pacific for about 
25 
years. 
During that time he made a trip of 
700 miles northward by sleigh to 
ascertain if it wrere worth while to 
build a branch line into Montana. As 
a result of his report, the branch 
was built. 
Mr. Shelby afterwards became vice 
president of the Great Northern rail­ 
road under the late James J. Hill 
and aided in building that trunk line. 
It was while serving in that capacity 
that the towrn of Shelby, 
through 
which the Groat Northern 
passes, 
was named for him.

WASHINGTON, June 2.—The rail- 
road problem will be the big ques­ 
tion before Congress at the next ses­ 
sion, "provided the League of 
Na­ 
tions issue is not presented," In the 
opinion of Senator Watson of Indi­ 
ana, one of the Republican 
Senate 
leaders, w’ho returned to Washing­ 
ton yesterday after a survey of polit! 
cal conditions in his home state. 
The Senator said he had found the 
people "as much against the league 
as ever’ ’and hoped a w’ay would be 
found to provide for American par­ 
ticipation in the World Court with­ 
out going into the league. 
"There are two questions occupy­ 


ing the attention of our people," said 
Watson. "We must do something for 
the farmer. 
There i3 a spread at 
present between the producer 
and 
the consumer which must be narrow­ 
ed. 
The railroad situation must be 
straightened out. We must decide 
how we can strengthen the 
weak 
roads without giving the strong ones 
too much. My remedy is consolida­ 
tion. 
“The railroad 
question 
will 
be 
brought up early in the next session 
of Congress and will take months to 
solve. In my judgment it will be the 
greatest issue before the next Con­ 
gress, provided the League of Na­ 
tions issue is not presented. 
"My people are as much against 
the league as ever. I hope to see the 
International Court problem solved

COLL MBIA, Mo., June 2.—In more 
than a hundred Missouri communi­ 
ties the farmers have 
solved 
the 
problem of 
getting 
adequate 
and 
cheap supplies 
of 
lime 
for 
their 
fields. 
Instead of undergoing 
the 
expense of hauling lime from quar­ 
ries in distant p an s of the state 
and at a great cost they are pooling 
their resources and solving the prob­ 
lem cooperatively, according to the 
college of agriculture of the Univer­ 
sity of Missouri . 
These farmers have the soil tested 
to determ ine the need of lime, then 
pool their orders .and turn them over 
to som e man who will purchase a 
portable pulverizer and grind 
the 
lim estone on 
contract at a 
slight 
profit. 
Another plan is to organize 
a lim estone crusher cooperative as­ 
sociation, sell shares, draw’ up con­ 
tracts, purchase the necessary mach­ 
inery, turn out the product and di­ 
vide up the profits among the mem­ 
bership holders.
